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GOLD AND SILVER IN THE ROCKY MOTJN- 

TMS3. 

MMaggark, in his throe years in Canada, 
published in London in 1829, states that 
in 1825 or 1820, both silver and gold were 
found in the llocky Mountains. In the 
year 1820, M'Taggart mot at Laprairio a 
respectable young man, who ha 1 just re- 
turned from a distant excursion in tho fur 
trade; from whom he received an account of 
his journey, and embodied it in the shape 
of a letter for the information of a friond. 
In that letter we read (vol. 1, pages 59 and 
00) : — " After considerable travel and fa- 
tigue, we Cairo upon the Kocky Mountains, 
aliat the backbone of America : and here, 
as you may cr.poet, all my minerulogical 
science was brought into full request. My 
bag is full of tho rarest specimens, and, 
what will astonish the sons of Mammon, I 
have both gold anil silver ores. In fact, I 
conceive these mountains to bo much more 
valuable than the Indies." In what part 
of tho Rocky Mountains those specimens 
were found the letter does not state ; but 
as the fur trade came byway of Lake Win- 
nipeg, there can be no doubt that it was 
within British territory The great fork 
of r raser s River, on which gold is now 
being collected, traverses the llocky Moun- 
tains, in the centre of which is Moose Lake, 
Tho statement published by M'Taggart, ta- 
ken in connection with the recent gold dis- 
coveries on Fraser's river, renders it prob- 
able that the gold found in the bod of the 
stream is washed down from the Rocky 
Mountains, Should this turn out to bo the 
case, a groat impetus will be given to set- 
tlement in the valley of the Saskatshewan. 
Tho young fur-trailer from whom M'Tag- 
gart derived his information had some pre- 
tensions to a knowledge of minoralogical 
science, and was not, therefore, likely to be 
deceived as to his specimens of gold and 
(silver ores. It is not probable that the 
two ores were found side by sido ; but, for 
anything that appears to the contrary, they 
may have been found in places widely dis- 
tant from one another. The question id' 
tho existence of these metals, or either of 
thorn, in the llocky .Mountains is Hkoly 
Hoon tu be decided. An American explo- 
ring expedition litis gone from the east, and 
the practical gold-liuntors on Fraser's rivor, 
arc sure, in time, to work their way to its 
source. I»y these means the existence or 
iton existence of tho precious metals, at two 
dlfforOrJt points in the Rocky Mountains, is 
likely soon to ho determined. Tho result 
will have an important effect on the settle- 
ment of the prairies, east of the mountains.

;unl the Colony. It appears that tho Hcv. 
Mr, Cridgo got originally 'MOO a year be- 
nides his globo. Tlmt, subsequently, not 
proving a paying transaetion tlio glebe was 
returned to the Colony in consideration of 
,C100 a year, thereby raising his salary to 
CuOO, It is as ploar as can bo troni the 
ngrcomont that the Colony is not bound to 
ronow it, although the Speaker contended 
yesterday that tho chaplaincy was perma- 
nent, V7hotl|or his pertinacity in maintain- 
ing that opinion was to avoid charging tho 
expenses of passage home to the II. 1$. Com- 
pany, or tix the church on the Colony, wo 
cannotsay. J>ut it certainly appears strange 
that tho ond of an agreement SO clearly de- 
li nod, should be declared perpetual by the 
Speaker. If it was not ended, why did 
Mr. Cridgo tondor his services? Why 
;isk a renewal of the agreement ? Cer- 
tainly he knew tho terms on which he 
was ongagod .' Ami then if it was perma- 
nent, why did. bis Excellency ask the opin- 
ion of tho House?. Nothing can be plainer 
than that the agreement has ended. The 
important question now, is not to renew it. 
Take the £400 or £500 a year and apply it 
to educational purposes, aad let the Church 
lie supported by voluntary contribution. 
Thoodjous principle of taking £500 a year 
from the land fund must bo abolished. If 
the Colonial Secretary desires a church 
establishment hero, we hope to see the 
funds derived from Imperial sources, and not 
from tho casual or territorial revenue of 
this colony. And although the Assembly 
may not control the land funds, still (is that 
fund is dosignnd only for tho benefit of the 
colony, that body should be careful that it 
is not diverted to uses which, under present 
circumstances, will leave no visible or cor- 
responding results. 



A JJan for the Occasion-.— rOur well 
known citizen, Mr. John Butts, not a bnr- 
ristor, but a bolL-iipger, intends to issue 
shortly a" address pi the electors of Vic- 
toria.

FRANCHISE. 

Tho Council Franchise Bill, laid be- 
fore the Assembly yesterday, makes the 
following qualifications for voters: Law- 
yers and Physicians with a diploma from 
any chartered college : .n Great Britain or 
the colonies ; or lawyers qualified to prac- 
tice. (Graduates of Universities are not 
allowed as in the former bill). Occupation 
for a year prior to election of real estate 
at a rental of X20 per year. PossossiRon 
in his own right for six months prior to 
election (the former bid was three months) 
of 20 or more acres of land " held for an 
estate of freehold." A beneficial estate 
of the marketable value of £100. One- 
fourth of the profits of a farm, 20 acres 
cleared, held by a person actually in 
charge, for 12 months prior to election. 
Persons qualified as above may cast one 
vote for each member. If a party has a qual- 
ification in several districts he lifts a vote 
in each. All voters are disqualified who 
have taken an oath of allegiance to a foreign 
power, except three months previous to 
election he takes an oath id' allegiance be- 
fore the Chief Justice. Also all persons 
disqualified in Groat Britain are here, (what, 
docsthis mean ?) Lawyers and physicians, or 
graduates, (no graduates are qualified?) 
shall vote where they reside. Those qual- 
ified by occupation or possession of real es- 
tate to vote where they reside. Members 
are qualified by rosiding in the Colony three 
months, and owning freehold property to 
the value of X.'JUO. Men are disqualified 
who have taken an oath of allegiance to n 
foreign power, except six months previous 
to election they swear back before the Chief 
Justice. Ministers are also disqualified ; — 
For the same reason wo presume, — the 
Council considering Heaven a foreign coun- 
try. This bill is entirely too illiberal. It is 
unjust in many points. For instance law- 
yers and doctors are allowed to vote with- 
out any time being fixed for residence in 
the country. Whilst the honest and indus- 
trious farmer, mechanic, or trader, have to 
occupy, possess, or have a freehold from six 
months to a year prior. Certainly tho At- 
torney General of IJritish Columbia, has 
served the fari.icr.:, mechanics ami traders, 
whom he now asks for their votes, with the 
rankest injustice! He professes to be a re- 
former? He aided in making this bill, to 
let lawyers vote as soon as they land on 
shore, but the hardy producor must be dis- 
franchised. Such is the illiberal and un- 
fair nature of this bill, that study has been 
made to place the election entirely in the 
hands of tho II. 1!. Company, It is a foul 
wrong on the community, And ovory man 
who has a bona tide interest in the country 
should demand tho passage of a bill which 
will give a fair and honest expression of 
public opinion at the polls. Remember 
that "he who would be free, himself must 
strike the blow."

MKMOEANDTTM OF SALARY ALLOWANCE, 
*e., FOR A CLERGYMAN FOR VAN- 
COUVER ISLAND. 

The Hudson's Bay Company are desi- 
rous of sending out a clergyman to Van- 
couver's Island, to be stationed in the vi- 
cinity of Victoria, the principal establish- 
ment in the Island. He will have charge 
of a district or Pari h and in addition will 
hold the appointment of Chaplain of the 
Hudson Hay Company, and will attend to 
the spiritual wants of tlic free settlors, and 
of the olliccrs clerks and servants of the II. 
11. Company stationed at Fort Victoria, and 
at the various farms in the neighborhood, 

The church is in progress of construction, 
in the* vicinity of the Fort, and will proba- 
bly be completed by the time the clergy- 
man may be expected to arrivo at the island 
The II. H. Company propose that the re- 
muneration for these services shall consist 
first of a parsonage and globe of 100 acres ; 
of which 30 nnres will be cleared and put 
into a cultivablo state ; secondly of a sti- 
pend of £300 per annum charged with the 
sanction of the Colonial office, on the fund 
arising from the sales of land. Of which 
fund the H. B. Company nro trustees Ac. 
thirdly, of an allowance of .C100 per annum 
from the fur trade branch of the Company 
for acting as chaplain to the Company, and 
attending to the wants of the servants. 

Until the house is finished, quarters will 
be provided for the clergyman in the fort. 
And till the land is put into a proper state 
for cultivation, rations will be allowed to 
him and hi* family as provided for the offi- 
cers of the Company. When the land is 
taken possession of by him, he will be ex- 
pected to provide for himself. 

The Company think it very desirable 
that the clergyman should, iu is done at 
Red River by the Bishop of Ruport's Land, 
take charge of a boarding-school of n su- 
perior class, fur the children of their officers, 
and would wish that he would take out 
with him a gentleman and his wife capable 
of keeping a school of this nature. 

The Fur trade branch would find a school 
house ami residence for the master and his 
family, and will vote an annual grant of 
<,IM in aid of the school. Should they 
give satisfaction to the gentlemen in the 
country, they might, expect from 30 or 40 
pupils, and the usual payment, for each 
pupil would he £20 pet annum fir board, 
lodging, and education. 

A free passage will be allowed from 
London to Vancouver Island to the clorgy- 
unui, his family and servants, and also to 
the schoolmaster and his family, 

It is to be understoad that the engage- 
ment shall lx! for live years ; at the expira- 
tion of which a free passage homo will be 
granted should the clergyman wish to 
tretnro ; or, on the contrary, a fresh engage- 
ment may be entered into. It Is also to he 
(understood that in tho event of misconduct, 
the engagement may at any time bo can- 
celled on the recommendation of the Gover- 
nor of Vancouver Island, and with the 
sanction of tho Secretary of State for the 
Colonics.

HOUSE OF ASSEMBLY. 

Tuksdav, 11 o'clock A, M. 

Several messages from the Governor, re- 
ported in our last issue, wero read. The 
Usury bill passed a final reading : it is the 
English law. Mr. Yates moved that a Se- 
lect Committee bo appointed to inquire in- 
to the expenditure of moneys appropriated 
by the House for two bridges in Victoria 
and for Esquimnlt road. He said that since 
notice was given of bis motion the work 
had been re-commenced. Perhaps tho Sur- 
veyor-General could enlighten the House as 
to where tho funds came from ? Mr. Pcm- 
berton replied that the Treasurer had ad- 
vanced tho funds. Mr. Skinner supported 
the motion. Passed, and Messrs. Vatcs, 
Skinner and McKay woro appointed the 
Select Committee. 

Three Council bills worn read in rolution 
to the Franchise. One defining the election 
listriots and the number of representatives, 
another the qualification of members of As- 
sembly ; and another for the registration of 
voters. To be read a second time tin Fri- 
day, Mr. Skinner preferred Tuesday, as 
he diil not want a bilL smuggled through 
the House. 

The House went Into committee of the 
whole on the message of his Excellency ask- 
ing their opinion in relation to the rc-ap- 
pointment of the Rev. Mr. Cridge as Colo- 
nial Chaplain. A long discussion occurred, 
in which the Speaker maintained that the 
ippointment of Mr. Cridge was a perma- 
nent one; and that lie was entitled to a 
salary till such time as the connection be- 
tween church and state was abolished. — 
That the House should convey this opinion 
to bin F.xcelloucy, with another resolution 
that as the election was near it was advisa- 
ble to loavo tho final settlenicntof the church 
question to tho new Assembly. Strcnuousnb- 
jections were made by Messrs. Yates, Skin- 
nor, Pombertonnnd McKay, to acknowledg- 
ing that his appointment was a permanent 
one. Mr. McKay read the memorandum 
of agreement, (published in another part of 
this paper,) and said that if what tho Speak 
er said was true then Mr, Cridge had made 
a mistake by tendering bis services as Co 
lonial Chaplain. After a useless waste of 
time, the following resolution in reply was 
adopted, the Speaker dissenting: 

Re&oloed, This House is of opinion that 
hv the memorandum of agreement, dated 
12th Aug. 1854, the Rev. Mr Cridge was 
evidently led to ox poet a renewal of his 
engagement contingent on faithful service; 
but the House would recommend the pro- 
priety of deferring the consideration of 
State and Church, connection until the 
House- is enlarged.! and the sentiments of 
the peoplo can bo hotter- understood. 

. The House thou resumed its sitting, when 
the report of committee was adopted. 

Mr., Skinner inquired as regards the tra- 
cings of the public lands, ordered by the 
House some time ago.. Mr. Pcmborton re- 
plied that owing to a reduction of the sur- 
veying stall" that it had not been done; but 
would be in a short time. 

House adjourned till Friday at H A. M.
